A fine of SOO is rcqidrcd by law for Illegally killing deer or ' 
prongbomantcIiqK. Amaximum fincof noocan be levied, as In 
the past, and courts now also ore requljxd to demand payment . 
of $500 tor each conviction involving elk, caribou, bighorn sheep, 
mountain goal or moose. 

Another law which became reality Saturday limits use of 
EpoUlghts In hunting. Onlyjandowncrs or persons authorized by 
them In writing arc olIouW to use orlltlclal light to hunt 
predators or unprotected animals on privately owned prt^rty. 
Department authorization Is required for spotlight hunting on ' 
public lands.

NEW YORK - Ry Cooder is'not a rock 
superstar. Vli's not that I'm not lopping 
tlio charts," he said the other day.

Carnegie Hall, Is nonetheless as respected '• 

' nnd Interesting a "rock" performer as wc 
have today. 

'The word "rock" Is In quotation marks 
liecausc that amorphous term is stretched 
to its limits when it tries to encompass 
'Coodcr's music. Over the last few yeara 
he's become our foremost performing ' 
artist-anthropologist, a man who seeks out 
obscure or forgotten performers or re- 
-clonal styles, learns to play in those styles 
,3nd then makes records that bring the 
music to life. " 

Cooler's latest disk is called "Jazz." 
Jazz fans might thing it odd or patronizing . 
to choose such a title, or to imply that jazz 
was comparable In obscurity to such past 
Cooder obsessions as the Nortcno music oi' 
llie Rio Grande Valley or Hawaiian guitar 
styles. 

But "Jazz" is really an exploration Into 

■ odd byways of carly big-b'nnd arrange- 
ments, the sort ol^ orchestrations that 
bridged the gap beEween ragtime and the 

■ bands of the 1930s. The principal honorecs 
of the record arc Blx Bclderi)eckc and 
Joseph Spcnce, a Bahamian guitarist in 
whose highly original stylo Cooder plays 
several solos. 



"Thls^rccord came about on"a fluke." 
Cooper said. "This kind of Jazz — swing 
music and like that — I've played a lot but 
never recorded. It's hard to do, hard to put 
your linger on, since it's'£o rarely played. 
But then Joseph' Byrd," a California 
composer and arranger who first at- 
tracted attention with avangarde musical 
collages In the '60s, "came to mo-wltli the 
idea to do Uie Spcnce stuff as .oii.

should be charming, too. 
■ But only New York will hear it — this is a 
one-shot affair, designed to call attenlion 
to Uic album, and suggested and paid for 
by Warner Bros. Records. Tliat doesn't 
mean the label has gone ovcrt>oard in the 
past to promote &>odcr. but at least 
Wamcr Bros, has something of a reputa- 
tion for tolerating worthy If marginally

"Their support of me has been to let mc 
make these records." Cooder said. "I 
wouIdn!t say they've'ouldohc themselves 
in terms of promotion — this la the first 



thing they've really done — but they do 
allow, mc to mako records-. I don't make 
money frtim them; I make money from 
regular performances. There's lots of 
ways, to -mnke money in this business 
t)ccausc there's so -much- money.

-Yoric-City promotion sfmltle and by., 
bringing them here in long limousines. It 
plugged the town_five days a week to nn 
. estimated 25 million viowcrs across the 

nation. 

The sliow stayed here when- Johnny ' 
Carson, the guru of gob. lit out for the Wcst.^, 
and when Mcrv Griffin packed his bags 
and followed. In fact, Ihc show stuck here 
^ while Ihe lion's sliare of tclevlalpn industry ' 
^f t the East Coast In favor of Hollywood 
^llls. But now the show has yielded lo a 
feeling of Isolation, and come next month 
it. loo, will be gone., 

"I'll give you an example why," Vincc 
Calnndrn, a co-producer of the show, said 



the other day. "It's Sunday afternoon, see, 
I've played tennis and I'm taking some 
sun'. 1 say l'\n doing great, Mike Is a nice^ 
guy to work tor. I like Philadelphia. I got a(_^ 
star to co-host for the week , like Nell; 
Sedaka. 

"It's 7 o'clock and Sedaka calls. He's got

Newspapers make good mulch 



By GEORGE ABRAHAM . 
^ NEWSPAPERS FOR MULCHING 

D[d you know that newspapers mako a Rood muld iing 
for your vegetable garden? You're lueky If you can Rot 
one cent a pound (or old' newspapers and 50 to CO percent 
of all municipal refuse collected in this country Is 

■ newspapers, so why not recycle Ujcm in the garden? 
Many Rnnlencrs have been uslnR newspapirs for years 

^ lo conserve moisture and conLi;ol . heat , al so t o create 
liunius which h Tncariioraleaitiio the soUrDon't bcllcVo 

' the old story that Ink In tbc papers contains lend which 
win contaminate the vegetables. Printer's Ink has litUc' 
or no lead but Is a mlxttircvf carbon or lampblack In a 
mineral oil base. 

■ Gardeners use different method^ for mulching with 
papers. Somc'Iay them out in vorylnR thicknesses of 
unfolded sheets, leaving space for rows, or plantfnf; In 
holes punched through the paper. Some shred' or tear 
sheets into a fine asgrcgate which can be readily put 
arot^d trees and shrubs and In borders. Then they can 
t>c covcrcjl with soil, sawdust, bark, mulch, etc. Or you 
can bury'lhcm with Ihc family garbaRc in a plastic 
compost can in your garaffc. Some people even use wire 
to anchor the papers down.Probabl y thc'si mplcst way is 
to ploce newspapers three tb sTirinches tSick between 
the rows and hold in place with soll. bncks orpolcs: One 
(jardcner we know uses newspapers eight layers, thick 
around is shrubs and young trees, and even mulches his 
strawberry plants with them. If you don't like the looks 
of newspapers cover them wltti o mixture of wood barit, 



- Icavcs.'sawdust and other organic crop fc'slducs. if your 
ncifthbor has a soil shredder tlicy can be slircdded and 
used as an effective mulch. ■ ■ ' 

Some gardeners put shredded papers along rows and 
cover tliem wiUi burlap sacks to conserve moisture and 
keep down- weeds. Old newspapers arc free and 
abundant, and are an organic glut: Why haul them to Ihc 
dump when they can be recycled into valuable humus 
ttiat can reward you with bumper crops of fruits, 
vegetables and (iBwers. And^don't worry about the Ink 
t>elng bad for crops and soil. The Ink has virtually no 
lead In It and actually contains trace elements that arc 
needed for healthy plant growth. 

... WAX YOUR FU)WERS 
If you've never preserved roses and other flowers by 



coathig them In wax. then now's'a fcoo^ time to try It, It 
. works great for succulents such" ns "Heds and 
Chickens," roses and dozens of other items. Here's all 
you do: Melt some jelly or Jam paraffin until it Is clear 
and colorless. Walt a minute until it cools down, then dip 
your flowers tn it. upside down, 5»Jst once. Place on a 
[owcl and let Tt cool, right side up. The flower heads caji 
be arranged in a smalt bowl, and it's amazing how long-'' 
_.thcy_wllLccrrialn lifelike. You may havo-lo-do o-blt-of - 
experimenting with various flower heads, but the secret 
■Is not lo get too heavy a coating of wax on the blooms. 

CARPENTER BEES 

These bees arc large, black and yellow Insects, about 
one-Inch long, closely resembling bumblebees. They 
have bare, stiln/ bjack abdomens, and no pollen boskets 
on their tuck legs. Bumble tiees have yellow, hairy 
abdomens. The (cmale l>ccs can sting, blrt-thc males 
cannot. However, lo be .on the safe side. It's best to ' 
assume that all t>ecs con needle youl Cnrpcner bees bore 
tunnels Into wood to make a home for the young. Each 
finished tunnel has a series o( partitioned ceels'lii which 
arQ laid eggs with food for the Immature bees. The food 
for the yotmg bees consists of "bee bread" — a mixture 
of pollen and legurgltated nectar. Nqil holes, exposed ' ' 
saw cuts and unpobitcd woodarc attractive nesting sites - 
for carpenter twcs, Porches, garages, ghed ccUtngs. and 
trim, ratlings, roof overhangs and outdoor wooden 
furniture are common nesting sites. Often the same 
' ncslingsllcsarcusedovcrandovc!ragain. 

— eontronnjseTrTivFiwre8nr^inifltistrdtr«tca"lntir- 
thc nest site at niglit. Oso a flaBhllght, over which a piece 
of red cellophane has been taped. The bees cannot sec 
the red light, but you stiould be able to sec the openings. 
Holc?~^iade by tJie bees can later be filled with pulty,- 
plostlc wood or caulking compound. II you can't reach 
the nest to apply dust, use a wasp, horiiet and bee 
aerosol — effective and easy to use.

There at^ several methods for pruning tomato plants 
To avoid confusion only Ihe'slnglo-stem system slrould 
conccm-you. In the single-stem eyslem of pninln;;, nl) ■ 
the suckers'or sldc-shoots are removed, and the plant 1^ • 
^ trained to a single stem. . < 

As your plant grows there are shoots which appear In 
the axils of the leaves (that's where the leaf attaches lo ■ 
the stem). These shtats arc called "suckers"~and arc- ■ 
removed when two 'to four Inches long. They con be 
pulled oft easily by grasping the sucker with thumb and 
forefinger and pulling outward and downward. 

It's not advisable to cut the suckers with a knife as,y(iu- 
can transmit virus diseases froi^i one plant to ahothcr 
with your knife. Should the suckers get oway from you 
and reach a length of a foot or more, you con still remove . 
Uiem without causing too much injury to the' plant. 
However, It's best to remove tliem while they are smolt. 
, if you bel ong to the school thai likc-i tn suekcrJnmatons. 



About the time you start plcklngyour first tomatoes, it , 
might txT advisable to stop pruning or suckerlng your 
plants. Allow the late suckers to grow and shade your 
tomatoes below. Confused? Forget alwut suckering! 

C.F. of Noplcs: "PLcasc tell us why our Impatlcns or 
day plants are turning yellow and wilting. 

~ These plants are susceptible to a disease known at-
